HE price of liberty is, indeed, eternal vig- 

T ilance. Thus, also, do we safeguard moral- 

ity. Of individuals and of the state, tlhe 
press is the watchman. 

Who watches at night in our palaces of trade, 
in the costly emporiums where treasures lie 
near the covetous hand? Who watches in street 
and avenue?. A light Stands sentinel. No pro- 
tection is as certain as the light. Its friendly 
gleam means security, exposure; revelation 
means prevention. 

The vigilance of the press is this light that 
terrifies the malefactor. This is the brighter 
side of the terrible power over men wielded 
by the organ of publicity. Not second to the 
policeman’s club is the pen that stabs to death 
outrageous crimes and wrongs. 


T IS, however, in affairs of the common- 
| wealth that this power is most needed. The 
sure protection of despotism is silence. 
Liberty, incorruptible liberty, demands a press 
that cannot be gagged or bribed and will not 
be silenced. 

Men have had government by church, by king, 
by parliament. ‘They are having now, more 
and more, government by newspaper. 

These representatives are immediately, daily 
responsible; are in direct contact with their 


‘constituencies and together speak the mind of 


the nation. : 
They reflect, we may say, yet do not always 
direct. There is a limit to their power. Almost 
the whole body of Parisian journalism had 
poured out opprobrium on the unfortunate Dre - 
fus; yet public opinion slowly but surely re- 
vised the judgment of passion for that of rea-

Secure this precious possession, be it 
even from a single master work, and with stor 
and nobler standards you may demand and re-

Americans who:are scandalized and shocked, 
one day by a Governor’s attack upon the Presi- 
dent and the next by a similar. outburst from 
a railroad man or an editor should examine first 
causes, Incivility in the White House leads 
inevitably .to “incivility -on the’ outside. Of- 
fensive speech- on the part. of the Presi- 
dent will find responsive échoes everywhere. A 
desperado in office naturally stirs,up all the vio- 
len¢e that.is latent in those who support the 

ffice. 

A really brave and dicta man in the Presi- 
dency would be exceedingly circumspect in de- 
portment and language. A natural bully ‘and 
coward, presuming upon the favoring laws which 
protect him, would carry himself toward his op- 
ponents about as Theodore Roosevelt has done.

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MISSOURI'S BIG TOWN MEETING. 

If all men who devote their days and nights to 
admiring contemplation of the initiative and ,ref- 
erendum system of hurrah government were lite 
Dr. William P. Hill there would be no reason to 
fear mischief as a result of it. He is devoted 
to the principle of a pure democracy, as most 
Americans are in theory,. but he perceives, as 
the Post-Dispatch does, the dangers known to 
exist In every pure democracy embracing large 
populations and extensive territory. | 

“T have confidence in the people of Missouri,” 
says Dr. Hill, “and I am sure that they will use 
this newly acquired power with prudence, mod- 
eration, wisdom and justice.” This sentiment is | 
worthy of the early deys of the Republic. It. is 
no reflection. upon. the people of Missouri, hovw- 
ever, to deplore the agitation, the hasty and itl- 
ioformed action and the decision of highly impor- 
tant: questions by comparatively small numbers 
of people who will take the trouble to vote there- 
on which are likely to follow frequent experi- 
wents in referenduming. 

Used sparingly and only as a check upon prof- 
ligacy or as 4 spur to indifference, the new law 
may prove a blessing. Otherwise it. is likely to 


be a curse.

it appears that if a man reveals an ambition 
to go up in a balloon and lift the Lahm cup he 
must join the union.’

_. DIRECT PRIMARY FLUKES. 

Results in Chicago, like those in St. Louis, 
show that direct primaries as at present c¢on- 
ducted are not all that is needed to relieve the 
people of gang rule. A special grand jury in the 
Illinois city says: 

We. find and so report that no confidence can be 
placed. in the reported results in favor or against 
any candidate for a party nomination at the pri- 
mary election, and that that election cost the tax- 
payers of Chicago fully $75,000. 

A “reform” costing $75,000 and involving vast 
labor and expense on the part of individuals, of 
which the best that can be said is that “no con- 
fidence can be placed in the results,” must be ac- 
cepted as a failure. Under the old system of 
nominations, bad as {it was, there was personal 
and party responsibility. Everybody knew how 
candidates for office were nominated and the !a- 
terests that they represented. The direct primary 
selection in great cities is made in fraud and in 
secret and nothing is quite sure except that the 
popular will, which is papbdaed to rule, is likely 
to be thwarted. 

We must have wise peateiundinks to these laws, 
or they may as well be abandoned.

- THIRTY -GLORIOUS. YEARS. -- , 

In this anitversay edition the Post-Dispatch 
looks backward upon 30 years of eres 
growth and public service. 

When the first number of the Post-Dispatch 
was issued St. Louis was ‘habitually mentioned 
as an overgrown country town. The age ‘of 
skyscrapers was yet in the fiiture; horse cars, 
many of them of the “dinky” pattern, carried the 
busy citizen to and fro; the streets were paved 
with broken limestone, and most of the time, ‘1 
rainy weather, were no better than an unim- 
proved country road through the prairie; Forest 
Park was a place in the inaccessible suburbs. 8‘. 
Louis, in 1878 a squalid village, is now a great 
and beautiful city,- rivaling in solid importance 
the greatest centers in the country and moving 
forward to its natural position as the chief city 
west of the _Alleghenies if not of the country 
and the world, 

Of this steady, wuitnterrunted progress the Poat- 
Dispatch has been a witness and reporter, and 
in all journalistic respects a strong element. It 
has been an organ of public force and virtue, 
growing with ‘the growth of the city, strengthen- 
ing with its strength and pushing out its influ- 
ence asa public factor throughout the entire Mis- 
sissippi° Valley and the Southwest. It has be- 
come, by consistent performance of public duty, 
a St. Louis institution, so that it can almost 
be said that to think of the one is to think of 
the other. It‘ is the voice of all that is most 
hopeful, energetic and virile in the municipal 
life. 

The achievements of the city and of the Post- 
Dispatch during the five years that have elapsed 
since the publication of the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary number are enumerated in the anniversary 
section. This section, taken in connection with 
the issue celebrating the quarter century anni- 
versary, will, make for the reader a panorama 
of ‘the city for the past 30 years, the most im 
portant years of its history. Every notable event 
is there recorded. 

In all these years the Post-Dispatch has striven 
sto deserve the public confidence. That it has 
won that confidence and is looked to by the 
friends of public right as the one reliable advo- 
cate is the best testimony of its desert. And in 
the future as in the past it will be ithe aim of 
'thig mewspaper to annul wrong and advance 
right in municipal business, adhering always to 
the policy which makes publicity the best safe- 
guard. of the public welfare. 
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MOTIVE IN SUICIDE. 

The futility of seeking the motive in most cases 
of self-slaughter is well brought out by a passage 
in Dr. Hall’s Contemporary Club address: 

“The soul of man is like an iceberg,” said Dr. 
Hall. “The one-ninth that is above water repre- 
gents all that we have any conception of; the 
balance, the dark recesses yet to be explored. The 
soul of man is like a many-roomed museum and 
contains everything that ever was known. What 
we know of it is as the light of a little candle in 
one corner of the rooms.” 

But ft is probably from this submerged, invis- 
ible and unknowable part of the soul that the 
strongest impulses and motives arise, often hav- 
ing no perceptible relation to the known life. 
Men do “unaccountable things.” The sanest man 
will often be unable to account even to himself 
for some act which: apparently is not only not 
characteristic, but flatly contradicts all that he 
or any of his friends know of his character. 

The mind is thus a bottomless well containing 
all manner of beautiful and ugly things, clean 
and unclean. If some of them come to the sur- 
face now and then and play havoc with life, it 
is no more than we should expect. And, since 
no one knows when he may be called to strive 
with the impulses cast up from the depths of the 
well, so, it is just as well to omit all surmise 
and speculation when others fall victinis. No 
man can explain himself to himself. So how :an 
another explain him and his deeds? 
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THE APPEAL OF MUSICAL COMEDY. 

At almost regular intervals the announcement 
comes from New York that musical comedy is 
losing its charms for the playgoing public and 
that all indications point to its early elimination 
as a form of popular entertainment. 

Such a development, however, is extremely un- 
likely. Musical comedy'is in reality one of the 
most ancient..of stage offerings, being a combi- 
nation of song, dance and jest which has never 
failed in its appeal to humanity on amusement 
bent. It was known long before Shakspeare’s 
day, it flourished mightily at the full tide of 
Gentle Will’s own dramatic fortunes, and it haa 
held the boards in its varying phases ever since. 
No thoughtful student of stage history can be- 
lieve otherwise than that, fn one form or an- 
other, it will be with us always. 

And this is not at all a depressing truth. A 
little nonsense now and then is relished by the 
wisest men—and nonsense composed of a clever 
mingling of broad comedy, graceful dancing and 
good everyday wnging * is especially relishful.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Locusts 
have become a serious menace to the 


agricultural interests of Panama, and 
for several months the Government of 
Panama has been fighting against the 
plague, according to a report from 
George T. Weitzel of the American le- 
gation at Panama City. 

The method of extermination, he says, 
which is generally adopted, is to dig a 
trench about fifty feet long, two feet 
wide and one foot deep, with perpendic- 
war sides, into which the locusts are 
“driven by men beating the grass and 
trees with switches. In this way mil- 
Hons are collected and: then destroyed 
with a solution of strong lye soapsuds, 
the trench then being refilled with earth 
to allay the odor.

‘There is a general sentiment among 
business men, however, that it would 
have been desirable. that.the. revision 
of the tariff should nave been defer- 
red to’ a more remote date than the.

An increase of around 50,000 cattle at 
the Western markets last week com- 
pared with the past several weeks has 
been the dominating influence in forcing 
prices downward. The local supply par- 
ticipated in the increase with arrivals 
* 24,000, comparing with 18,000 the week 
before, against 22,000 two weeks ago, 
while but. 20,000 arrived the correspond- 
ing period of last year. | 

The beef steer trade developed a very 
uneven decline. Choice, well-finished 
steers were not more than 10@lbc lower, 
g00d steers 15@25c lower, medium and 
fair kinds 25@35c lower, while the com- 
mon feeder sorts were fully steady the 
entire period. The top of the trade 
was $7.50 for a load of well-finished, 988- 
dé Hereford yearlings, and while a few 
heavy steers sold at $1.50@8.00, $.20 has 
been the top for heavy steers in full 
loads. The bulk of the fair to good fat 
steers sold between $5.50@6.50, medium 
and decent sorts mostly at $4.50@5.25 and

Bears, Growing neanseene on 
Hopeful Government Figures, 
Hammer Prices Down. 


an 


A more hopeful light having been 
shown oft the crop situation by Mon- 
day’s Government report, indicating 4 
much better condition and larger acre- 
age than had been generally expected, 
large quantities of the long wheat which 
has been so tenaciously held for some 
time were shaken loose last week, Bear 
sentiment of a confident sort has been 
latent in most traders in local wheat 
ever since the abnormally high levels 
have been established, and this attitude 
has lately taken on an air of activity 
and agressiveness. Under the pressure 
of heavy and continual selling from all 
sources, which met little resistance, 
prices were forced down rapidly. There 
were several neriods of nervousness 
when scattered short covering caused 
partial reactions, but the range af 
pricés fot the week was at large re- 
cessions. There was increased outside 
interest and the market during most of 
the week was broad and excited. Final 
prices showed net declines of 34%c to 5%e 
for the week. 

The Government Report. 

The Government figures showed the 
condition of winter wheat to be 85.3 per 
cent, compared with 91.1 a year 4&0, 
and a 10-year average of 92.2. The area 
under winter wheat is placed at 29,88%4,- 
000 acres, a decrease of 56.6, or 1,762,000 
acres, under the revised estimate of 
1907. The final estimates on the total 
acreage, production and farm value of 
the year’s crop will be issued Dec. 15. 

While these figures showed a some- 
what smaller production than last year, 
they did not at all reflect the disastrous 
conditions one was led to expect from 
the sensational reports forwarded dur- 
ing the protracted periods of drouth, 
cold weather and other harmful agents. 
In fact, it is probable, as conditions are 
at present very favorable, and have been 
so for weeks, that ‘the effect of the 
recently complained of crop troubles will 
be felt very little. As the extensive bull 
compaign which raised prices to the 
present very, high levels and during 
which a few powerful longs accumu- 
lated enormous quantities of wheat, was 
based mainly on expectations of a do- 
mestic crop shortage, the quite flatter- 
ing conditions revealed by the Federal 
estimates effectively lessened the pos- 
sibilities of the buying side. 

Bears Grow Aggressive. 

Many operators have long been of the 
opinion that, particularly at the high 
prices reached, the selling attitude was 
the logical one, but up to this week 
no headway could be made against the 
stubborn stand made by the bull clique, 
which on all soft spots kept adding to 
its already very large concentration of 
long wheat. Latterly, however, bearish 
tactics have become general and con- 
fident, most governing factors besides 
the improved crop prospects favoring 
that side. Conditions all over the world 
are reflecting @ return to a more nor- 
mal basis. The weather in Argentine 
continues favorable, and the harvest, 
on which good progress is being made, 
is ylelding up to; if not above, expecta- 
tions. European crop advices were fa- 
vorable in the main, and foreign coun- 
tries are importing comparatively little 
wheat. Supplies in every visible direc- 
tion are large. 

Weather Very Good. 

The weather throughout the entire 
domestic grain belt is almost perfect. 
In the winter wheat regions great bene- 
fit was derived from the general rains 
and the subsequent clear, moderate tem- 
peratures were just what is needed at 
the present time. Crop advices indi- 
cated marked improvement and even 
the districts whence drouth has recent- 
ly been complained of, a healthy ap- 
pearance is reported. 

Climatic conditions in the spring wheat 
regions favored the movement, but it 
appeared that country reserves through- 
out the Northwest were almost ex- 
hausted and arrivals at the terminal 
points continued to decrease. A good 
cash demand existed in the Northwest, 
and the small receipts being readily ab- 
sorbed, stocks at Minneapolis and Du- 
luth decreased. Stocks in Canada also 
showed somewhat of a falling off, but 
the visible in this couhtry made fur- 
ther large increases, now totaling over 
51,000,000 bu. World's shipments were 
larger, but supplies on ocean passage 
decreased. 

Export Demand Slow. 

Cash wheat was considerably lower, 
in sympathy with the futures, but was 
in good demand at the decline, and in 
spite of the lack of export outlet quite 
fair activity was apparent in the sam- 
ple markets of the country. Very littlé 
demand from abroad was visible. The 
seaboard report few and inadequate bids 
and a general condition of inactivity in 
the business. Practically the only sales 
consummate were scattered loads of 
durum wheat from Duluth, and the flour 
trade was also very dull. 

The local pit was active and prices 
were vigorously hammered. Several re- 
actions during which partial recoveries 
were made occurred, but for the most 
part were again receded from. The 
close was steady, but largely lower for 
the week. December: wheat was inactive 
most of the time, and closed 3c lower 
for the week, at $1.02%. May wheat 
closed 4%c lower, at $1.06%@1.06%, and 
July wheat 4%c lower, at 96% @96%c. 

Corn Futures Rule Easy. 

Corn was also in an easy position, re- 
flecting the decline in wheat and the 
improved crop prospects. The weather 
is very good for corn, and there was 
marked enlarging of the country offer-

HAVE been requested to write of the principal public achievement in 
recent years in the city of St. Louis, the: commercial center of the 
United States—a metropolis with environments unsurpassed; the home of 
an intelligent, progressive and hospitable people. 

T. LOUIS is not the mere creature of chance, nor its greatness 
due to accidentiary location. The social and commercial importance 
of this city can be truly attributed to the intelligent and industry” 
of its citizens, from Laclede to the present generation. Our greatest 
achievement, therefore, is the City of St. Louis. 
THINK the people of St. Louis are a unit in the belief that the 
most notable achievement of their munieipal government in recent 
years is the clarification and purification of the water supply of the 
city. 


BOON OF CLEAR WATER 


N the spring of 1903, it was decided that experiments would be made, having in view 
° | the adaptation of a coagulating process without the use of mechanical filters. _These 
experiments were conducted ‘ynder the direction and supervision of the Water Commis- 
sioner, and proved highly satisfactory, as nas been thoroughly demonstrated the past four 
years. Analyses show that an average of over 95 per cent of sedimentation and bacteria 
is now removed, and deaths from typhoid fever have decreased considerably over 50 per 
cent during this period. - There have been used for all purposes 114,000,000,000 gallons 
of water, and the cost for clarification and -purification of same, on a basis of 750,000 
inhabitants, is about 16 cents per capita per year. 

N addition to the improved water supply, the city in ronnie years has tise greatly 
| benefited through the improvement of its thoroughfares—streets and alleys. 

N April, 1901, there were.82 miles of hard paved streets and 76 miles of hard paved 
| alleys. Since that time, up to the present, there have been constructed 207° miles of 
streets and 70 miles of alleys, which is an increase of about 252 per cent. 

URING the seven years—prior to and including April, 1901, the city spent for 

cleaning and repairing of streets $7,578,582. Since the year 1901 and up to 1908, 

the city has been able. to maintain and clean its streets over a system gf practically 300 
miles of hard paved streets, at an expense of $11,910,433, 


BETTER STREETS AND MORE PARKS 


URING the past seven years over 10 miles of additional public sewers have been 
D constructed. The Harlem Creek Sewer (the largest in the world) is now under 
construction in North St. Louis, and the cost will be $1,000,000. It will drain 5100 acres 
.of city ground. In addition, the construction of other large sewers is about to be begun 
in the southeastern and southwestern parts of the city. 
OR 25 years prior to 1901 no property was acquired by the city for park purposes. Du 
k ing the past seven years 276.28 acres of land for :park purposes have been ac- 
quired. Eight public playgrounds and three baths have been established and maintained. 
_ This, in addition to the increased park ground available to the general public, should 
' be considered a most important civic achievement. 
HE efficient and energetic management on the part of most of the officials in charge 
i of the various municipal departments is creating a city well worth living in. 
dagen ieae to the future of St. Louis, I believe the most important achievement to be 


accomplished is the selection of municipal officers through a united, earnest and

LTHOUGH street railways, after electrification, were extended for consid- — 
erable distances in the outskirts of the cities in which they were located, 
the first interurbans were placed in operation only with a very recent 
period. Improved methods of producing and transmitting electric cur- 
rent have made practicable its distribution for long-distance car opera- 
tion, and jh thus removing difficulties of earlier days have enabled the 
electrically-operated railway to exist side by side with steam roads. 

O appreciate the ravid extension of interurban railways, it may be 
considered that in Illinois interurban mileage has increased from 
perhaps 300 miles in 1903 to approximately 1500 miles today, of which 
latter about 7@ miles are comprised within the Illinois Traction Sys- 
tem, whose lines during that period have increased over 600 per cent 
and now reach numerous important communities of Central and South- 


western Illinois, connecting Danville on the east with the Missouri metropolis and Peoria 


on the west. 


USEFUL TO ALL RURAL DWELLERS 


ITH but few exceptions the interurban has been welcomed wherever it has gone, and 
it frequently is urged to extend its cén venient and widely appreciated facilities into ter- 
ritory into which it is prevented from going through financial or other limitations, 
TS usefulness is appreciated bythe representatives of every walk of life, but perhaps 
most heartily by the farmer, who, for the first time, is enabled to énjoy residence in 
the rural district with accessibility to the larger cities. Striking evidence of the farmers’ 
patronage of the interurban is the gradual disappearance of the farm vehicles which formerly 
were seen in large number of Saturday afternoons; the interurban being the present means 
of transportation utilized by the farmer and his family with less expense and greater com- 
fort, irrespective of rain or shine, warmth or cold. °

No gun is ever used upon that island 
except for the slaying of those animals 
which prey. It is the animals’ paradise 
‘an Eden set aside for all time for 
those creatures which have come near 


man. 

Grand Island is owned by the Cleve- 
land Cliffs Iron Co. The Cleveland 
Cliffs company controls a large part of 
the iron mining industry of the upper 
peningula, it owns a railroad or two 
and thousands of acres of land between 
Ishpeming and Negaunee and Munising, 
it is engaged in the lumber and tanning 
business in Munising, and owns practi- 
cally the whole town, but above all it is 
philanthropic and esthetic. 

Grand Island has been particularly 
favored in avoiding the onslaughts of 
a civilization which cares nothing for 
beauty so long as it garners enough dol- 
lars. Though the Cleveland Cliffs Iroa 
Co. did not purchase the island until 
1901, it had until that time stood almost 
as it was in the days when the first 
adventurous white fur trader erected 
his cabin on its hospitable shores. 

Grand Island is a bit—quite a large 
bit—of the early nineteenth century 
moved into the twentieth. True, one 
hears the chug of the motor boat, not 
the soft splash of the paddle, about its 
shores today.

PARIS, Dec. 12.—Another fruitless ex- 
amination of Mme. Steinheil, accused of 


complicity in the murder of her husband 
ana mother, was conducted today -by 
Magistrate Andre and at its conclusion 
the woman's lawyer, M. Aubin, de- 
clared that she would have to be re- 
leased, as the prosecution had obtained 
no actual proof against her. 

Magistrate Andre questioned Mme. 
Steinheil for several hours, but she an- 
swered all his questions so adroitly that 
he. acknowledged himself completely baf- 
fled. 

The release Of the prisoner. will mark 
the probable end of the efforts to solve 
as remarkable a chain of mysteries— 
inc'tuding the death of a President of 
France—as ever confronted the Paris 
police. :

The Murder, ‘ 

On the .morning Of June 1, last, 
Adolphe .Steinheil, a, well-known. aftist, 
was found dead in his villa in the.Im- 
passe Ronsin. A _ stiff cord. drawn 
around his neck anu knotted, indicated 
strangulation. in her room lay the 
body of his mother-in-law, aged Mmie. 
Japy, who, apparently, had met death 
in the same manner. 

The servants found Mme. Steinhetil, 
the painter’s wife. alive and unin- 
jured, but with her fec* bound to the 
bedposts. 

Mme. Steinhell, still scarcely # years 
old, and of almost girlish appearance, 
though she is the mother of a 16-year- 
old daughter, had led a remarkable [ 
life. She haa been on intimate termy 
with a President of France, and in one 
statement she confessed a far more 
than platonic friendship for a French 
Cabinet Minister, a Judge of the .ri- 
bunal of the Scine, a Councillor of the 
Court of Appeais, and a Councillor of 
‘the Court of Cassation.

The Death of the President. 

But interest - +: not confined to the 
anticipated solution of the murder case. 
The reopening of the Dreyfus affair 
was threatened and, far. more interest 
ing, it. was belleved thatthe key to 
the mystery of the sudden death of 
President Faure would be fourd at last. 

Early in the evening of Feb. 16, 1899, 
Felix Fause, then President of France. 
died suddenly and under most mysteri- 
ous circumstances, 

The doctors assigned/apoplexy as the 
cause. Frenchmen. called<th% a polite 
verdict. They elevated their eyebrows 
and shrugged their shoulders. 

It ‘was generally. understood that a 
woman was with the President when he 
was stricken and that her. name was 
Sieinhell. It was sald that she was 
found kneeling, in front of the Iifeless 
President and when the body was lifted 
from the chair the fingers still grasped 
tresses of her hair.

TAFT PLANS 10 VISIT PANAMA 
BEFORE HIS INAUGURATION 


WASHINGTON, Dec.- 12.—President 
elect Taft contemplates a visit to Pan- 
ama before his inauguration. This visit 
is approved by President Roosevelt and 
Secrétary”’ Root. While it has not been 
finally determined upon, Mr. Taft an- 
nounced tonight that it was his inclina- 
tion to go. Should this be Iris final de- 
cision he will leave Charleston, 8S. C., 
probably the last week In January fora 
trip which will cover approximately 20 
days. 

There are many reasons in Mr. Taft's 
view why his trip to the Isthmus would 
advance the canal project. President 
Roosevelt's visit provided a stimulus to 
the work; the three visits which Mr. 
Taft has made as Secretary of War all 
were of advantage; there are constantly 
arising and accumulating many minor 
tangles of administration and _ conflict 
of authority which the presence of the 
President or the President-elect might 
make possible of elimination with little 
difficulty. 

Mr. Taft feels that this is practically 
his only opportunity to visit the isthmus 
during his forthcoming term as Presi- 
dent. He has not only a keen interest 
in the work but an intimate knowledge 
of the details of the situation and with 
the personnel of those conducting the 
operations there.- The visit would put 
him in direct personal centact with the 
situation, and give him a clear idea of 
the method of procedure being employed 
in the work. 

The only objection to the expedition, 
which has been pointed out by careful 
students of the laws and constitution, 
is that pending~the. official declaration 
of Mr. Taft as President-elect by the 
action of the electoral college and his 
inauguration as President, there is no 
constitutional or legal! provision for sub- 
stituting any one elsé in case of any- 
thing happening to him in Panama.

The newspapers suggest that Mme. 
Steinheil was in the pay of the Drey- 
fusards; that her visit to the President 
on this occasion was-not for social pur 
poses, purely; that ‘his death, following 
her arrival on the éve of a day of such 
tremendous portent to French political 
affairs, was far from accidental. . 

Foure Helped Steinheil Financially. 

There is every reason to believe that 
Adolph Steinheil was well aware of the 
liason betwéen his wife and M. Faure. 
It is known that the friendship was 4 
source of profit to the painter. Stein- 
heil was an artist of scant reputation 
until M. Faure, apparently in response 
to the pleadings of Mme. Steinheil, in- 
duced the State to pay $6000 for a por- 
trait of himself by Steinhell. 

Even the champions of Mme. Steinheil 
concede that her husband’s income ordi- 
narily could not have been more than 
$3500 a year, but that she spent two Or 
amount annually on 
her dresses and hats. Her beauty and 
her wit won her a place in Parisiag $0- 
ciety. 

Her Conflicting Statements. 

When the detectives went to the 
Steinheil villa on the morning of June 
1, in response to the summons of seér- 
vants, Mme. Steinheil told them that 
she had been attacked at midnight, as 
she lay in bed, by a man, a former 
model of her husband's. After she had 
been gagged and bound she heard the 
villain strangle her mother and then her 
husband. 

The next day she made another state- 
ment. There had been four assassins, a 
red-haired woman, dressed in black, and 
in sandals and long, black 
like those worn by Russian 
priests. One of the men wore a long, 
red beard. She said the murderers had 
mistaken her for her daughter, who was 
then on a visit in the country. They‘ 
demanded money and she told them 
there was 1200 francs in the writing 
desk in her room. They gagged and 
bound her, took the money, strangled 
old Mrs. Japy and.the painter, Steinheil, 
and disappeared. 

The detectives found evidence that the 
desk had been searched. Papers, torn 
envelopes, even a 50 franc Bote, had been 
dropped on the floor. M. Steinheil’s 
pocket-book, which was in his own 
room, was not disturbed. Three rings of 
great price on a table in Mme. Japy’s 
roomn were yndisturbed. Mme. Stein- 
heil’s jewelry, the artist’s, collection of 
rare antiquities and the family silver- 
ware were all in their usual places. 

The detectives withdrew, apparently 
meaning to drop the case. The friendly 
and considerate magistrate questioned 
Mme. Steinheil a few times, uttered 
words of sympathy, shook-his head sol- 
emniy and proceeded about his other 
business. For nearly five months the 
case was practically dropped. 

Reopened Case Herself. 

Having been forced from her_ position 
in the limelight, denied the flattering 
attentions which the vanity of her na- 
ture demanded, Mme. Steinhell took 
steps to resume the place in the center 
ef the stage which she had occupied 
formerly. She wrote a lette?r to a 
newspaper assuming to be highly indig- 
naut at the passive attitude of the au- 
thoricies and declaring her determina- 
tion--alone and unassisted, if need be— 
¢f running the slayers of her husband 
and her mother to death. 

One day Mme. Steinheil was‘ walking 
in the boulevards when she caught sight 
ef a tall figuré in a long robe—just such 
a robe as a Russian priest wears—and 
with a red beard. The figure fitted per- 
f‘ectly into the fanjastic picture she had 
drawn before tl@ detectives on the 
morning following the murder. She fol- 
iowed the man till she learned where he 
lived. Then she notified the police.

Ernest -D. ,Filsimger Is New 
President of the Asso- 
ciation. 





In the eourse of an address at the an- 
nual dinner and meeting of tne Latin- 
American and Foreign Trade Association 
of St. Louis at the Planters Hotel last 
night, John Barrett, director-general of 
the International Bureau of the Amer- 
ican Republics, declared that the propo- 
Sition of a deep waterway is the pafra- 
mount issue before the people of the 
Mississippi Valley. 

“Tf St. Louis and the Mississippi Val- 

ley,’”’ saiq Mr, Barrett, “intendyto com- 
‘pete suecessfully for their share of the 
great South American trade, valued 
even now at two thousand million dol- 
lars per. annum,.they must’ make a 
united effort to have the, channels of 
the Mississippi, Missouri ahd Ohio riv- 
ers ang their tributaries improved dur- 
ing the time that the Panama Cana, is 
being. constructéd. 
_ “It will be both humillating and dis- 
astrous for the trade and prestige of 
the United States and especially of the 
great Middle West, if it finds itself, in 
competition with Europe and the rest 
of the 4vorld, unable to take proper ad- 
Vatitage of the Panama Canal. 


Height of Folly, 

“Tt will be the height of folly to spend 
five hundred millions of dollars in the 
construction of the canal and not spend 
a corresponding approximate sum for 
the improvement me our Interior water- 
ways. 

“Otherwise, you will not be able to 
carry. your products to the markets 
which the Panama Canal will afford, 
and lay them down there at prices 
which will compete with those of Eu- 
rope. 

‘In contrast to this, we are practicaily 
doing nothing. Let us, therefore, take 
heed of what President Roosevelt said 
and what President-elect Taft endorsed 
recently in Washington in favor of im- 
preving our interior waterways and lose

It has always been very much worse for 
the negroes that they have been a bone 
of politica? contention.

Stories While Crew Raved 
from Thirst. 





NO WATER FOR 3 DAYS 





Husband and Men Had Given 
Up Hope When Steamer 
Sighted Them. 





By Leased Wire From New York Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—The story of @ 
woman’s courage that resulted in sav- 
ing herself, her husband and the crew 
of five men has come across the seas, 
and the rescued are on their way here 
as consular” passengers. 
Capt. Hudgen and his bride were mak- 
ing their honeymoon trip in the schoon- 
er Henry Claussen Jr., which sailed 
from Gulfport, Miss., for the Azores. 
Thirty days out the 18-year-old schooner 
bent to a hurricane and the strain was" 
too much for her. 

The seams opened and the water 
rushed in faster than the crew could 
pump it out. The bride insisted on 
taking her turn at the pumps, but ail 
effert amounted to nothing. 

Bit by bit the schooner began to 
break. First her main mast went ‘over 
the side. Her mizzen mast was tne 
next to go. The jibboom broke off and 
the foremast threatened. to fall. 

' Driven Aloft by Water. 

The woman and the men had to take 
shelter higher and. higher up on the 
parts of the vessel not yet submerged. 
They. took with them such tinned stuff 
and biscuit as they could snatch from 
the rising flood that invaded the store 
room. 

Fresh water was carefully husbanded 
in a keg. The last water butt had been 
covered by the sea that filled the deck 
to the top of the bulwarks. 

Grub and water had to be most se- 
curely lashed and watched. The weather 
and waves continued contrary and ag- 

essive, driving them at times from 
the top of the cabin,’ the only place 
above sea level, to the spanker hoor, 
still clinging at its jaws to the stump 
of the mizzen and braced and lashed 
at its outer end. 

What little food and water they had 
been able to save was soon exhausted 
and the horrors of starvation and thirst 
had te be faced. It was then that ‘tne 
courage of the bride was put to its fv- 
verest test. 
Her determination and hope, her cheer 
and songs were the only means of buoy- 
ing the spirits of her husband and 
crew. She sang hymns; she told them 
stories and narrated the remarkable 
shipwreck of the Apostle Paul; how he 
had been saved by divine interposition, 
after all hope had been abandoned. 
“We will be saved,” she told them. 
“Don’t give up. We've had a terrible 
time. Let us endure a little more.”

Saloons Find Such “Conven- 
iences a Source of Much 


Profit. 





St. Lonts ts ta have publio comfort 
stations if the Civic League can prevail 
‘upon the Municipal Assembly to af- 
propriate $50,000 annually for the purpose 
until the need has been supplied. 

By way of impressing the need of 
such stations, the Street Improvement 
Committee of the league has prepared 
a report on the subject, 3000 copies of 


which are to be mailed to members of 
the organization and others interested 
in the subject. 

In transmitting the report the Execu- 
tive Board, of which H. N. Davis is 
president, expresses the opinion that the 
Public Recreation Commission should 
have supervision of the construction and 
management of the stations. 

The committee calls: attention to the 
fact that at present practically the only 
toilet conveniences for the public are to 
be found in saloons, by means of which 
thousands of people are drawn within 
their doors daily.“ It is stated that sa- 
loon keepers derive a third of their 
gross receipts from persons placed un- 
der obligation in this wa¥. “It can be 
scfely asserted,” the report says, “that 
the toflet accommodations in saloons eri- 
tice as many people as the free lunch 
stand and is a large asset, which can 
be specifically rejied upon.” 

Europe Sets the Example. 

In all European cities places of public 
comfort are provided and the more pro< 
gressive of American cities are follow- 
ing their example. .The Public Rearea- 
tion Commission has plans drawn for 
two stations which will be built As soon 
They 
are to be in Carr Square and St. Louis 
Place. Facilities have been in thé pub- 
lic bathhouses at Tenth and Biddle, Sey- 
enth and Soulard, and Fifteenth and 
Wash streets. The Public Library Board 
has also made provision for such con- 
veniences in the branch libraries and 
the plans for the new Publi@ Library 
at Fourteenth and Olive streets provide 
for a public comfort station. at that 
point. But none of these are in the 
area of greatest congestion, where the 
need is most urgent. 

Locations Are Selected. 

The committee has therefore lifnited 

its attention primarily to this district,

Industry Means Sure Riches on 
Isthmus, Declares Former 
Missionary. 





‘ 


A happy man who needs never again 
to buy a winter overcoat is Rev. Dil- 
wynn M. Hazlett of 3842 Botanical ave 
nue. Mr. Hazlett intends soon to buy 
a plantation in Panama, and will go 
there when spring opens with his daugh- 
ter, Miss Helen Hazlett. His wife and 
other children are to follow. 

Mr. Hazlett has made. three lengthy 
tours of the Isthmus, in‘1905, 1906 and 
1908, and upon each visit he became 
more in love with the country. One of 
hig latest trips was as “guide, philoso- 
pher and friend’’ to a wealthy young 
man of this city; at that time he 
traveled in expensive style, stopping at 

costly hostelries; the other two journeys 
were upon the scale which a man of or- 
dinary means might afford. He has 
thus seen both sides of the picture. 

“It is a place where a man with any 
brains at all will get rich,’ says Mr. 
Hazlett. “There are only two classes of 
people in Panama-—the rich and the 
very poor—no middle class. This is 
simply because a man there who wants 
merely to exist and not work will still 
get on and live; but the man who works 
and thinks can’t keep from getting 
rich.” 

Two Will Follow Later, 

Mr. Hazlett brought a flavor of the 
tropics back with him when he came 
home from Panama a few weeks ago in 
the shape'of a chattering monkey and 
two extremely talkative parrots, which 
are the delight of his daughters, Helen 
and Ruth. Both girls are anxious to 
visit Panama, but a family council has 
decided that Miss Ruth, who is_ the 
younger, shal) first finish her musical 
and high school studies, her mother 
remaining with her until this is accom- 
plished. 

Mr. Hazlett’s account of the Isthmus 
has been much in demand by Chautau- 
uqgas and church organizations since his 
return. On Dec. 8 he addressed the Fel- 
lowship Club ofethe King’s Highway 
Presbyterian Church, and he has sever- 
al lecture engagements in the near fu- 
ture. He has been supplying the pul- 
pit‘of the Presbyterian churches of Oak 
Hill, St. Louis and of Pacific and Mo- 
selle, Mo. He will now officiate for a 
few weeks at the Eden and Wellston 
chapels in this city. 

The. Panama enthusiast has been a 
Presbyterian minister more than thirty 
years, spending six years as a mission- 
ary ir Brazil, where he became familiar 
with the Spanish language and customs. 
After serving a pastorate in Uprgr Al- 
ton, he came to St. Louis in 188 to 
Mbecome associate editor of the Mid- 
Continent, since merged with the Her- 
ald and Presbyter. 


Rained Once a Day. 

‘From April until August, when I 
was there,’”’ says Mr. Hazlett, ‘‘the thor- 
mometer varied from 74 to % ‘degrees— 
never above 8. On the Atlantic side. 
as a rule, it rained for about an hour 
once every day. This could be counted 
on at about 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 
The rest of the day was sol/d, delightful 
sunshine. On the Pacific side there was 
not quite so much rainfall.’ 

“Fruits and flowers and vegetables of 
some kind are to be had every day, and 
trees and vines keep green the year 
round. With a little care, by planting 
@ succession of crops, you can have 
radishes, cucumbers, tomatoes and 
green corn, fresh every day in the year. 
As for the oranges, pineapples, cocoa- 
nuts and banangs, which are always to 
be had, they taste so much better in 
the tropics than they do here, that you 
in the United States really don’t know 
what they are like. 

“There is not a plow in _ Panama. 
Plows are not needed, for the Boll is so 
fertile and the moisture so abundant 
that fruits and vegetables grow almos‘ 
without cultivation. Ground in which 
comn.is planted is not plowed either be- 
foré it is planted or while it is growing. 
Three fine corn crops are raised every 
year on the same field, and sometimes 
four.”’ 

Cotton Grows on Trees. 
Mr. Hazlett has a photograph of a 
fleld of sugar cane, planted 18 years 
ago, which has borne a fine crop an- 
nually and which has had no cultivation 
beyond allowing the strippings of the 
stalks to fall between the fows as # 
mulch. “And this sugar cane,” he says, 
“gontains by Government analysis four 
times as much saccharine matter per 
ton of cane as our best Louisiana cane.” 
The cotton trees of Panama, 15. feet 
high, “have boughs which never: shed 
their leaves,” form another alluring 
prospect for Mr. Hazlett’s plantation. 
Mr. Hazlett thinks there is no reason 
I why cotton in other districts might not 
take on this tree form and thus save 
the expense of annua: planting and cul-

He does not deny the killing. In fact 
a denial would be of no use, for thére 
were many persons in the saloon when 
Latura walked in, drew a weapon and 
began shooting at a bunch of negroes 
around a billiard-table. hic had an au- 
tomatic pistol and each of the .seven 
cartridges it contained. Struck a negro. 
Three of the victims died almost .in- 
stantly, one died on the way to the 
hospital, and the other three are still 
in a exitical condition. 

One of the wounded is a woman, who 
was shot as she tried to shield a ne- 
gro from Latura’s fury. Ratura, who 
is a cousin of Sheriff Monteverde, had 
previously killed one white man and 
several negroes. He estaped each time 
on pleas of self-defenge.

The wheels are cast iron and be- 
fore they are attached to the axles undergo nine 
distinct operations on an automatic turret ma- 
chine, where they are ground true and a 
threaded hole for the axle is bored. 

Thé bed on which the boiler is mounted is 

stafped from an enameled sheet of tin, in 
which the necessary holes are punched and the 
little projections in which the axles and other 
parts are fastened are bent to their proper posi- 
tions in a series of operations on one press. The 
cab’is also stamped from an enameled strip 
of tin, grooved.and formed up in a series of 
dies. 
The driving machinery, or “.notor,” is an éspe- 
clatly. designed clockwork movement, with a 
powerful spring, which will drive the engine, 
with its train of one or more cars, many times 
‘around the track. It has. a governor that auio- 
matically regulates the speed of the engine, no 
matter if it only runs by itself or with a full 
train attached. A lever at the side serves as 
a brake, which stops the motor and which can 
be set from underneath the engine when it is 
running on the track by throwing a little sema- 
phore signal lever. By moving another signal it 
is released and the train goes merrily on. 

The engines are assembled piece by piece, 
and as each part passes along through the hands 
of those who do nothing tise but assemble that 
part with another, they gradually take form, 
and after traversing a long work bench emerge 
a complete locomotive. But that is not all. On 
a table near by a circular track is laid out, and 
to this table all engines are taken to be tested, 

The engine is placed upon the track and ma.le 
to go around a number of times, and in this 
process the governor is adjusted so*that the en- 
gine will travel at a predetermined. speed. !t 
is then attached to a train of four cars and 
made to go around the track so many times, 
and if it accomplishes the required number i! 
is passed. If not, it is sent out for a new motor. 

The next and final step is the touching up 
here and there with‘ paint. Girls are employed 
at this work and they add a little color on spots 
that ,have been marred in the machine shop, 
andsthey place gilt on the boiler, on the steam 
chest and on the wheels. The.engine is now 
ready for shipment. 

The cars-——of which there are many types— 
are made in somewhat the same manner. Sheets 
of tin japanned with the design, are cut out and 
passed through a press that punches out the 
spaces for the windows and doors and leaves 
tiny projections that serve to attach the sides 
to the bottom or floor. Another press raises Ju 
relief the design and yet another folds the tin 
to a form like a box without top or bottom. 
The floors are made by a press that cuts them 
out of tin and at the same time perforates cer- 
tain holes through which the projections on the 
sides fit and are afterwards secured.

If the curved track is deUired, the rails are 
bent in a press to the required circle before 
they are placed in the ties. To make one sec- 
tion of track requiring seven pieces of metal 13 
separate operations are necessary.

N ITS THIRTIETH birthday 
the readers of the . Post-Dis- 
patch are entitled to a brief 
review of -what it has done 
in their behalf—of the ac- 
complished deeds which con- 
stitute its history. 

Serving no party but the 
people, as Joseph Pulitzer 
determined- its policy. in 

1878. this newspaper has used the powerful 

weapon of publicity for the public’s welfare 

fighting the powers of evil-and promoting good. 
It was on Dec, 10, 1878, that Joseph Pulitzer 
bought the St. Louis Dispatch at sheriff’s sale. 

On Dec. 12 he consolidated that paper with the 

Post under the name The Post and Dispatch, 

which was later contracted to the present. title. 
lt was then that Mr. Pulitzer announced his 
theory for-the proper conduct of a newspaper 
that .should “serve no party but the people; op- 
pose all frauds and shams whatever and wher- 
ever they aié; advocate principles. and ideas 
rather than prejudice and partisgnship.” 

Derelict and moribund the, newspapers thus 
consolidated thad been, but under the influence 
of the new proprietor there was an awakening which insured the 
highest success. 

With its first issue the new paper took up its work in the 
service of the public, exposing the tax dodgers of the city. ‘Lists 
of wealthy men who made obviously false returns of their pos- 
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come. 


_ sessions were printed and as a result the next. returns showed a 


, 4 striking increase in the amount of taxable wealth. 


Fe Post-Dispatch. 


This refornt was not accomplished before the Post-Dispatch be- 
gan wir upon the gamblers; who were then a great force ‘in politics 
and a menace ‘to the morals of the commimity. The gambling 
ring was broken after a bitter war extending over several years 
and at a later period when the ring sought to re-establish itself in 
power the Post-Dispatch caused its second overthrow. When in 
1905 the racetracks had become the center of evil influences the 
Post-Dispatch waged war upon them so successfully that they 
were closed and remain closed to this day. Still later in 1907 the 
Post-Dispatch drove the New York Policy Company out of busi- 
ness and destroyed the policy evil in St. Louis, 


BOODLE EXPOSURES AND CONVICTIONS 





. WAS the Post Dispatch that he ‘to 
light the sale of franchises in the Municipal 
Assembly, which exposure resulted in numer- 
ous convictions, J. K. Murrell a member of 
the House cf Delegates, fled to Mexico.
